We do not give the attention we-ought 
to those natural embellishments. But 
we are not too old to improve in this 
respect. Let Los Angeles set about 
the work at once.

Cleveland Defends the Government's 
Financial Policy. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press. |—In regard to the purchase of 
bonds by the Government the President 
said yesterday: “‘Thecriticism on the ac- 
tion of the Treasury Department for its re- 
fusal to accept any of the offers of bonds 
last Wednesday, it seems to me, is inconsid- 
erately made.

A REPORT ON UNION PACIFIC. 

Gen. Johnston, Commissioner of Rail- 
roads, has submitted his annual report to 
the Secretary of the Interior. Referring to
